Phmncian women toiuetim** unravelled 
these costly fabrics, and 
multiplied the 


precious materials by looser texture aud 
an intermixture of linen threads. 
For 


more than two hundred year* lifter the age 


of Bliny, the use of silk* a* a garment wa- 


entirely Confined to the female -ex; 
aud 
it is said thai ilia emperor Klagahalu* wa* 


the first Roman, who by tim adoption of 


tin* fffi'imnate habit, "au'lied the dignity 


of an emperor and a man." 


Bilk wa* supplied to the Romans by the

A* the use of silk became more am 


more indispensable to the Romans, lh* 


emperor Justinian, in the middle of the 


auth century, seeing with concern that the 


Persian* had secured, both by land and Ma 
the monopoly of this important supply, and 


that the wealth of his subjects wns contin­ 


ually drained by a u nion of enemies and 
idolater-, tried various expedients to re­ 
medy the difficulty, but wit boul success — 
Fondly two Persian monks, actuated by 


soma stronger impulse than that of patriot­ 
ism, and encouraged hy the promise* and 


persuasions of Justinian, penetrated the 


•ilk growing country, and concealing n 
large ii ii til ber o f tit# eggs o f the silk worm 


in a hollow cane, succeeded in returning
